He said he felt that many land­

entitled 
to 
higher 
ceilings, and that the easiest way 
was to grant an across-the-board 
raise rather than try to make in­ 
dividual changes. 
He discussed the rental problem 
in general with the president, he J 
said, and went away thinking that 
he was justified in 
ordering 
a 
general increase. 
President Steps In 
“At the time,” he explained, “I 
did not know the president 
had 
three 
times 
expressed 
himself 
against a general increase.'* 
His disclosure ended a splurge 
af speculation as to who ordered 
the ceiling 
boost. Few 
guessed 
Fleming, for he was out of town. 
The 
square-built, 
beribboned 
general said he was called to Iowa 
by 
the death of his mother but 
before leaving instructed his de­ 
puty, James W. Follin, to “put in 
i eertoral raise in rent ceilings.” 
OPA, 
now 
part of Fleming’s 
control office, began grinding, out 
the announcement Wednesday, on 
the eve cf hearing.’ on rent ct X • 
irol before the banking commit­ 
tee headed by Senator Tobey (R- 


N H ) . 
But 
Mr. 
Truman 
stepped in 
when the order reached the White 
House 
late 
in the day. Fleming 
testified. 
The president declared 
any 
general 
increase 
was “un­ 
w arranted” and forbade its issu­ 
ance. saying the decision should 
be left to Congress. 
Instead, it was decided to grant 
the individual adjustments wher- 
cver necessary, and “as expediti­ 
ously as possible.” Fleming said. 
Extension Recommended 
The Senate committee — which 
today heard a long list of prop­ 
erty 
owners’ 
spokesmen 
seek 
either an increase or an end of 
rent ceilings— started a quest for 
the“person in authority,” as Tobey 
put it, who began the “comedy of 
errors.” 
Fleming 
hastened 
back 
to 
Washington and told his story to 
a packed heuring-room. He wound 
up by declaring: 
“I recommend that the law be 
reenacted 
substantially 
in 
its 
presell! form.” 
The 
rent 
control 
act expires 
June 30. Fleming said he believes 
the extension should run for 12 
more months because “inflation­

Lansing, Jan. 31. (ZP)—Legisla­ 
tion to impose a flat one per cent 
tax on personal incomes of Mich­ 
igan citizens to pay for a veterans’ 
bonus was prepared in the Senate 
today. 
Senator Otto W. Bishop, Alpena 
Republican and chairman of the 
Senate finance committee, said he 
and Senator Harold D. Tripp, Al­ 
legan Republican, expected to in­ 
troduce the bill next week. 
Bishop estimated it would pro­ 
duce about $20,000,000 in 
reve­ 
nues, but other senators said that 
was just a guess. The cost of the 
bonus has been estimated at $17,- 
500,000 annually. 
The bill would levy the tax on 
all persons filing a federal income 
tax return, taxing one per cent of 
the taxable net income 
(before 
federal exemptions) but would al­ 
low state exemptions of $1,000 for 
a single person and $2,000 lor a 
married person. It would be col­ 
lected at the same time and for 
J the same period as the federal tax. 
The 
tax 
would end June 30, 
1967, the date for final payment of 
the bonus bond issue, or upon the 
liquidation of the bonds, Bishop 
said.

Washington, Jan. 31 (ZP)—Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission ex­ 
aminers today recommended that 
the ICC approve an application by 
46 railroads to operate the Pull­ 
man sleeping car service. 
The recommendation was made 
in an advisory report to the com- 
i mission 
by 
Examiner 
Howard 
Hosmer and O. G. Barber. 
The commission is not bound by 
such recommendations. 
The examiners said 
the pro­ 
posed transaction “will be in die 
interest of better service to the 
public and of economy in opera­ 
tion.” 
The 
justice 
department, 
the 
Chesapeake and Ohio, the Pere 
Marquette, and the New York, 
Chicago and St. Louis railroads 
opposed the application in hear­ 
ings before the commission. 
The examiners said, however, 
that these three railroads “wish to 
become parties to the plan if it is 
approved” by the ICC. 
Under the proposed plan the 
c a rrie rs would p a y $40,202,482 for 
the Pullman rolling stock which 
would be distributed among them. 
They plan, the examiners said, 
“to reduce Pullman into, or sell its 
I properties to, a sleeping car serv- 
, ice corporation within a period 
called the interim period which 
would end not later than Dec. 31, 
1948.” 
Sale of the Pullman sleeping 
car business to the 46 railroads, 
operating as a buying group, was 
approved by the federal district 
court in Philadelphia on March 
22, 1945. Since that time the gov­ 
ernment and certain other inter­ 
ests have filed appeals which now 
are 
pending before the United 
States supreme court.

Hoffman, 63, who testified to 
the amassing of a $800,000 fortune 
as

sentenced to IO years at hard la 
bor after a four-hour healing. 
Fritzsche, one of the three Nazis 
acquitted in the Nuernberg trial 
of Hermann Goering and associ­ 
ates, was sentenced to nine year 
after a five-day trial.

A government inform ant said 
the evacuation did not necessarily 
signal an all-out campaign against 
terrorism, br* was more of a pre­ 
ventative measure. 
Churchill and Oliver Stanley, a

conservative, bore down 
sharply on the chief labor spokes­ 
man, Colonial Secretary Arthur 
Creech Jones, who declared the 
government was earnestly seeking 
‘final” solution.

BOMB IMPROVED 


Research Continues On 
Stronger 
Weapons, 
C ongress Told 


Washington, Jan. 31 (/Pi— The 
Atomic Energy Commission dis­ 
closed today that “research 
and 
development work on 
improved 
atomic weapons is in progress.” 
The statement apparently means 
that work is under 
way 
on 
a 
more powerful bomb 
than 
the 
type used at Nagasaki and in the 
Bikini tests. This type, in turn, has 
been officially described as more 
powerful 
than 
the 
first bomb 
dropped at Hiroshima. 
The disclosure was made, w ith­ 
out amplification, in a report to 
congress which said that changes 
being made in 
the 
process 
of 
separating uranium 235 at Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., will permit savings 
in costs and a reduction 
in 
the 
number of employes. 
U-235 is a 
fissionable 
element 
which 
can 
m aintain a chain reaction and is 
used in the atomic pile. 
The report also said the com­ 
mission plans “to 
consult 
with 
representatives of interested Am­ 
erican industries in such fields as 
utilities, electrical manufacturing, 
chemicals and others, in order to 
assure broad participation by pri­ 
vate enterprise in its research and 
dev elopment program.” 
Senators considering the quali­ 
fications ^of David E, Lilienthal to 
be chairman of the commission, 
meanwhile, heard a denial from 
lorn that he is a Communist. 


London, 
Jan. 31 (ZP)— Military

Baron Herve De Gruben, who 
presented Belgium’s recommenda­ 
tions, said complete m ilitary occu­ 
pation might not be necessary for 
such a long period, but that strate­ 
gic areas and zones where war in­ 
dustries might spring up should 
bo controlled for that period at 
least. 
A tapering off process in mili­

Germans to accommodate them­ 
selves to a world of peace, he sug­ 
gested. 
Baron De Gruben’s views were 
given in response to a question

American and Soviet deputies

does, high winds, blinding bliz­ 
zards, heavy rains

a cost of 28 lives. 
A blanket of deep snow covered 
most midwest states 
and 
traffic 
and 
communications 
still 
wen- 
paralyzed in some places. 
N e w s p a p e r s B v R adio 
At Milwaukee, Wis., transporta­

still 
was 
locked in huge 
drifts measuring up to 
15 
feet. 
Some 18.1 inches of snow fell in 
23 hours and a day later schools, 
offices, banks and factories still 
were

May Cut Off 
Million Jobs 


Washington, Jan. 31. (ZP)—Fir­ 
ing of 1,000,000 of 
the 
govern­ 
m ent’s 2,300,000 civilian employes, 
at an annual saving of $3,500,000,- 
000, was proposed 
formally 
by 
Rep. Taber (R-N. Y.) today to the 
Senate-House budget committee. 
Chairman 
Knutson (R-Minn.) 
of the House ways 
and 
means 
committee said “it was the gener­ 
al feeling” of the budget group, 
which is to set a ceiling on federal 
spending, that government per­ 
sonnel can be cut by Taber’s fig­ 
ure. The “firing” would be accom­ 
plished by cutting off appropria­ 
tions for salaries of the 1,000,000 
employees. 
Taber, chairman of the budget 
committer, disclosed 
there 
was 
disagreement at the meeting, as to 
whether ii 
w a s practical to cut 
off 1,000,000 employees. He said 
some 
committee members main­ 
tained such a cut 
would 
injure 
government functions. 
Knutson said he did not think 
so. 
“We figure a cut of a million 
wouldn’t cripple the government,” 
Knutson commented. 
“In 1935, the government had 
720,000 employes, in 1939 the fig­ 
ure was 900,000. Now it is 2,300 - 
OOO. If we cut 1,000,000 off we still 
would have 400,000 more than in 
1939.” 
Taher said the government has 
“at least 250,000” civiliian 
em­ 
ployes with the occupation forces 
abroad, “and this num ber still is 
going up.” 
As for the 1,000,000 overall cut 
in federal employes, Taber said 
this would “save $2,500,000,000 in 
salaries and $1,000,000,000 in in­ 
cidentals.”

With a clamor of opposition to 
their requests rising on Capitol 
Hill, Secretary of War Patterson 
acted swiftly. He not only turned 
them down but virtually tabbed 
them for service o\ erseas where, 
he said, “there is a shortage of 
second lieutenants." 
Thus, 
when 
another gridiron 
season rolls around, the famous 
trio may be tar from the roaring 
crowds and the big money. 
The three atavi— many regard 
Blanchard and Davis as the acad­ 
emy’s greatest one-two gridiron 
combination—had asked for four 
months fall leave following their 
graduation next June. 
Patterson’s mention of a need 
for lieutenants abroad could mean 
that Blanchard, Davis and Poole 
might not even see a professional 
game, let alone play in one. 
It also was in line with a sug­ 
gestion 
by 
Chairman 
Andrews 
(R-NY) of the House armed serv­ 
ices committee that the three be 
assigned 
to 
occupation duty in 
Germany or Japan just like many 
another “shavetail.'’ 
Even before Patterson announc­ 
ed his ruling, congressmen lined 
up in an “N’’ formation—“N” for 
“No”—against the players’ bid to 
play for pay. 
Strong interest had been arous­ 
ed because of their outstanding 
ability 
and 
the desire of many 
fans that they not be cut off from 
tho 
game 
at the peak of their 
ability. Davis and Blanchard were 
three 
times 
chosen for the All- 
America backfield and Poole was 
a star end.
